festerdsy while conferring with Mr. Matthew 0, Marks, Chief, 

Foreign Assets Control, Department of the Treasury, fir. Marks casually 
mentioned that he was drafting a letter to Mr. Allen IXOLles. As the 
conversation progressed it was learned that he knew Mr. Dulles socially 
and also that he recently had had some direct dealings with him relevant 
to a particular "blocking" action which involved the assistance of FI's 
European Mvision. 

The three-page letter which 1 was permitted to hurriedly scan was devoted 
for the most part to coraaendtng the CIA for the excellent assistance it 
has rendered the Treasury Department. More specifically it contended FI's 
European Division for its consistent cooperation and also ID/OCB for the 
service we have rendered* 

It was obvious, however, that the real purpose of the letter was not 
to coramena us. On the last page several rather pointed criticisms 
appeared. The most outstanding of these had to do with FI's Far Eastern 
Division. Mr. Marks felt that this particular division could and should 
render the Treasury Department greater assistance. 

Other criticisms, although not directed at LB/OSD, at least affect 
us. (Me of these had to do with the deify involved in obtaining requested 
reports. Another and even more fundamental criticism had to 
o^ath^^uirements. Mr. Marks believes that FAC is not getting many 
reports that would be of value to them. 


It seems likely to me that when Mr. Dulles receives that letter that 
he may be interested in investigating those criticisms. With that 
■possibility existing, I am Mentioning the matter to you so that we can be 
prepared. 

I have no reason to believe that Mr. Marks or his staff are dis- 
satisfied with the service I have endeavored to give* In all eases 
wherein they have asked for particular documents or information I have 
supplied their needs as esqreditiously as our system would allow. They 
realise this and I believe are appreciative of the assistance given. 

I have also repeatedly pointed out to Hr, Jarsaon and Mr. SomerfieM 
that I have reason to believe that the existing Treasury reading require- 
ments in our possession are inadequate. I have suggested, therefore, 
that new ones, more detailed in nature, be submitted. -Last winter 
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Mr. Jarreon said that he had 'undertaken the task of preparing the new 
requirement® am that they would be forthcoming shortly. They have not 
been received as of Ids date* 

A few weeks ago hr. Italics asked "that reports pertaining to j£&st- 
^eatirsdebe sent to them. Accordingly I sent a memorandum to 
5X1A making this request. 

k& you. knew the matter of delay involved in getting reports out 
of archive® and obtaining clearances has been discussed many times 
2 5X1 A 'before, tot vary long ago investigated the archives problem. 

I might mention in conclusion Hurt Mr. Marks is not writing the 
letter to hr. idles in a spirit of anger. Me does feel, however, 
that the criticise ho offers are Justified and hopes that the CIA 
can be of greater service to them in the future*
